Boise. Ida., July 6.— A beginning of 
th e end of the H aywood trial has been 
reached. 
Counsel for the defense a n ­ 
nounced th a t with the exception of 
th re e or four w itnesses their case in 
direct is before the jury. 
Charles H. 
Moyer, the accused president of the 
W estern Federation of Miners, will be 
called as w itness 
on Monday next. 
H e will 
be followed by 
W illiam D. 
H aywood, the defendant. 
Judge F rem ont Wood 
has asked 
counsel on both sides to subm it their 
requests for instructions to the jury. 
H e has notified counsel th a t he will 
consider these requests and will agree 
w ith counsel as to w hat his instruc­ 
tions shall be in order th a t the argu ­ 
m ents on both sides m ay be limited to 
w hat the 
Jury shall be 
allowed to 
consider as evidence. 
In adjourning court until next Mon­ 
day at IO o'clock, Judge Wood said he 
hoped the interval would be utilized 
by counsel in preparations th a t would 
prevent further delay and bring the 
case to as speedy a close as possible, 
It is now expected th a t the rebuttal 
evidence in behalf of the state will 
com m ence on W ednesday and possibly 
on Tuesday, m uch depending on the 
extent 
of the cross-exam ination 
of j 
Haywood. 
Counsel 
for the defense i 
and for the prosecution after the ad- j 
jo u tn m en t w ere willing to adm it the J 
possibility of a verdict 
or disagree- 1 
m e a t in two weeks. 
Some u n easin ess on the part of the 
jurym en to n result of th eir long con­ 
finement developed. 
Ju st before the 
adournm ent of court, Juro r S. F. R us­ 
sell, who occupied the tw elfth chair, 
turned to the bench and asked if the 
Jury would be allowed to exercise d ur­ 
ing the two d a y s’ adjournm ent. 
He com plained th a t some m em bers 
of the jury w ere disinclined to take 
w alks and 
th a t for this 
reason the 
other jurym en w ere unable to take 
exercise to which they were accus­ 
tomed and w ithout which there was 
danger of sickness. 
O. V. Heborn, the sixth Jurym an, ad­ 
dressed the judge in support of this 
statem en t and asked -that the jurors 
be allowed to tak e exercise according 
to their inclinations. 
Judge W ood and 
counsel for both 
sides 
agreed 
to arran g e 
anything 
w ithin the law for the im provem ent 
of conditions. 


Bailiffs Too Strict.

In his sta te m e n t on the 
stan d O rchard sw ore th a t w hen he 
w as in San Francisco on. the Bradley 
killing expedition he sent to Pettibone 
for m oney which he received in a reg- 
istered letter containing five tw enty 
dollar bills. 
He said the letter was 
signed "J. Wolff” and the sta te Inti­ 
m ated th at was a nam e under which 
P e ttib one passed. 
The w itness swore that he had sent 
O rchard no money, but th a t he had 
sent a registered letter to O rchard as 
“Jack Dem psey,” addressed to him In 
San 
Francisco. 
T his 
letter 
Wolff 
sw ore 
contained a Masonic 
charm 
and a union card 
th a t O rchard had 
loft with Pettibone and for which it 
has been testified he w rote after his 
arrival In San Francisco. 
T he exam ination of W illiam D H ay­ 
wood early next week is looked for­ 
w ard to as one of the big features of 
th e case.
